"Civilian Marine" is the appropriate title borne by mem- 


bers of the Marine Corps Reserve. On the1 eve of their 172nd 
Anniversary, on November 10, the Marine Corps boasts a 
reserve force .nearly 54,000 strong as a supplement to the 
regular Marine Corps establishment. 


Large Reserve Corps 


As the United States Marine Corps begins its 173rd year 


of service to the people of America, one of its most important 
activities is the Marine Corps Reserve. 
Operating on a larger scale than ever before in its history, 


the Marine Corps Reserve today boasts a membership of 
over 54,000 "Citizen Marines." 


A total of 45 Organized Reserve ground units have been 


established in 80 cities thrpughout the United States. These 
units include Infantry, Artillery, Amphibious Tractor, Tank 
and Engineering Battalions and Signal Companies. 


The Marine Corps Air Reserve includes 24 Fighter 


Squadrons and eight Marine Ground Control Intercept Squad- 
rons located at 21 separate Naval Air Stations throughout the 
country. 
Divided into four components, The Fleet Marine Corps 


Reserve, The Organized Reserve, The Volunteer Reserve and 
the Women's Reserve, the reserve program is designed to 
incorporate the lessons learned 'luring the between-war period, 
and which is sufficiently varied to offer opportunities to all 
Marine veterans of World War II to maintain and develop 
their service qualifications. 
The Marine Corps saw its first reserve organization come 


into being in 1916, and, after valuable service in World War I, 
developed into an organization 'similar in activities to the 
National Guard. However, it succumbed to restrictive legis- 
lation in 1931, and until 1934 was practically non-existent. 
When called into active service in 1940, 23 organized battalions 
had a strength of 239 officers and 6,192 enlisted men. The 
service ot these men in World War II and their invaluable 
aid during the hectic mobilization period re-affirmed the 
foresight of those who supported the establishment of the 
United States Marine Corps Reserve.

Says Rebuilding 
GermanEconomy 
Is Necessary 


Washington, Nov. 11 —OP)—Secre- 


tary of Stale Marshall testified to- 
day it is vital 
that Germany's 


economy be restored to the point 
where its people can become self- 
supporting 
and 
contribute 
to 


Europe's economy. 


The secretary of state told 
the 


Senate Foreign Relations Commit 
tee he has no doubt propaganda at 
tempts will be made to convince 
the people of Europe that any such 
rebuilding of Germany 
threatens 


France and Italy. 
But he expressed Confidence the 


United States, in administering a 
proposed long-range recovery pro- 
gram will be able 
to overcome 
this "perversion of facts." 


Marshall'brought up the question 


of German economy after he had 
told the senators that 
$60,000,000 


in aid will be needed for China be- 
fore next July 1, in addition to $2,- 
597,000,000 for European countries 
and occupation costs! This makes 
a total of $2,657,000,000 for all-for- 
eign aid programs through the first 
half of 1948, the .secretary said. 
"It is vital that the economy of 


Germany be restored,, keeping in 
mind protection against its rebuild- 
ing its war. potential," 
Marshall 


said. "Germany." must be made 
self-supporting and able to con- 
tribute to the economy of Europe."

this work released yesterday by 
John Goodwin, malaria control su- 
pervisor in this county. 


"It was this money that made 


the continuation of our program 
posible," 'Mr. Goodwin said. "Our 
federal funds for house spraying 
were cut more than half and we 
had no alternative but to ask you 
for financial help, the response was 
more than gratifying," he added. 


The money collected in the county 


represents an acceptance of house 
spraying by 49% of the homes in 
the county: Part of these people 
paid the house spraying fee during 
an advance collection drive which 
closed February 1, 1947. The Hemp- 
stead County Farm Bureau was 
sponsor of this drive and numerous 
people throughout the county acted 
as collectors.

bers of the Marine Corps Reserve. On the1 eve of their 172nd 
Anniversary, on November 10, the Marine Corps boasts a 
reserve force .nearly 54,000 strong as a supplement to the 
regular Marine Corps establishment. 


Large Reserve Corps 


As the United States Marine Corps begins its 173rd year 


of service to the people of America, one of its most important 
activities is the Marine Corps Reserve. 
Operating on a larger scale than ever before in its history, 


the Marine Corps Reserve today boasts a membership of 
over 54,000 "Citizen Marines." 


A total of 45 Organized Reserve ground units have been 


established in 80 cities thrpughout the United States. These 
units include Infantry, Artillery, Amphibious Tractor, Tank 
and Engineering Battalions and Signal Companies. 


The Marine Corps Air Reserve includes 24 Fighter 


Squadrons and eight Marine Ground Control Intercept Squad- 
rons located at 21 separate Naval Air Stations throughout the 
country. 
Divided into four components, The Fleet Marine Corps 


Reserve, The Organized Reserve, The Volunteer Reserve and 
the Women's Reserve, the reserve program is designed to 
incorporate the lessons learned 'luring the between-war period, 
and which is sufficiently varied to offer opportunities to all 
Marine veterans of World War II to maintain and develop 
their service qualifications. 
The Marine Corps saw its first reserve organization come 


into being in 1916, and, after valuable service in World War I, 
developed into an organization 'similar in activities to the 
National Guard. However, it succumbed to restrictive legis- 
lation in 1931, and until 1934 was practically non-existent. 
When called into active service in 1940, 23 organized battalions 
had a strength of 239 officers and 6,192 enlisted men. The 
service ot these men in World War II and their invaluable 
aid during the hectic mobilization period re-affirmed the 
foresight of those who supported the establishment of the 
United States Marine Corps Reserve.

On the1 eve of their 172nd 
Anniversary, on November 10, the Marine Corps boasts a 
reserve force .nearly 54,000 strong as a supplement to the 
regular Marine Corps establishment. 


Large Reserve Corps 


As the United States Marine Corps begins its 173rd year 


of service to the people of America, one of its most important 
activities is the Marine Corps Reserve. 
Operating on a larger scale than ever before in its history, 


the Marine Corps Reserve today boasts a membership of 
over 54,000 "Citizen Marines." 


A total of 45 Organized Reserve ground units have been 


established in 80 cities thrpughout the United States. These 
units include Infantry, Artillery, Amphibious Tractor, Tank 
and Engineering Battalions and Signal Companies. 


The Marine Corps Air Reserve includes 24 Fighter 


Squadrons and eight Marine Ground Control Intercept Squad- 
rons located at 21 separate Naval Air Stations throughout the 
country. 
Divided into four components, The Fleet Marine Corps 


Reserve, The Organized Reserve, The Volunteer Reserve and 
the Women's Reserve, the reserve program is designed to 
incorporate the lessons learned 'luring the between-war period, 
and which is sufficiently varied to offer opportunities to all 
Marine veterans of World War II to maintain and develop 
their service qualifications. 
The Marine Corps saw its first reserve organization come 


into being in 1916, and, after valuable service in World War I, 
developed into an organization 'similar in activities to the 
National Guard.

When called into active service in 1940, 23 organized battalions 
had a strength of 239 officers and 6,192 enlisted men. The 
service ot these men in World War II and their invaluable 
aid during the hectic mobilization period re-affirmed the 
foresight of those who supported the establishment of the 
United States Marine Corps Reserve.

As the United States Marine Corps begins its 173rd year 


of service to the people of America, one of its most important 
activities is the Marine Corps Reserve. 
Operating on a larger scale than ever before in its history, 


the Marine Corps Reserve today boasts a membership of 
over 54,000 "Citizen Marines." 


A total of 45 Organized Reserve ground units have been 


established in 80 cities thrpughout the United States. These 
units include Infantry, Artillery, Amphibious Tractor, Tank 
and Engineering Battalions and Signal Companies. 


The Marine Corps Air Reserve includes 24 Fighter 


Squadrons and eight Marine Ground Control Intercept Squad- 
rons located at 21 separate Naval Air Stations throughout the 
country. 
Divided into four components, The Fleet Marine Corps 


Reserve, The Organized Reserve, The Volunteer Reserve and 
the Women's Reserve, the reserve program is designed to 
incorporate the lessons learned 'luring the between-war period, 
and which is sufficiently varied to offer opportunities to all 
Marine veterans of World War II to maintain and develop 
their service qualifications. 
The Marine Corps saw its first reserve organization come 


into being in 1916, and, after valuable service in World War I, 
developed into an organization 'similar in activities to the 
National Guard. However, it succumbed to restrictive legis- 
lation in 1931, and until 1934 was practically non-existent. 
When called into active service in 1940, 23 organized battalions 
had a strength of 239 officers and 6,192 enlisted men. The 
service ot these men in World War II and their invaluable 
aid during the hectic mobilization period re-affirmed the 
foresight of those who supported the establishment of the 
United States Marine Corps Reserve.

bers of the Marine Corps Reserve. On the1 eve of their 172nd 
Anniversary, on November 10, the Marine Corps boasts a 
reserve force .nearly 54,000 strong as a supplement to the 
regular Marine Corps establishment. 


Large Reserve Corps 


As the United States Marine Corps begins its 173rd year 


of service to the people of America, one of its most important 
activities is the Marine Corps Reserve. 
Operating on a larger scale than ever before in its history, 


the Marine Corps Reserve today boasts a membership of 
over 54,000 "Citizen Marines." 


A total of 45 Organized Reserve ground units have been 


established in 80 cities thrpughout the United States. These 
units include Infantry, Artillery, Amphibious Tractor, Tank 
and Engineering Battalions and Signal Companies. 


The Marine Corps Air Reserve includes 24 Fighter 


Squadrons and eight Marine Ground Control Intercept Squad- 
rons located at 21 separate Naval Air Stations throughout the 
country. 
Divided into four components, The Fleet Marine Corps 


Reserve, The Organized Reserve, The Volunteer Reserve and 
the Women's Reserve, the reserve program is designed to 
incorporate the lessons learned 'luring the between-war period, 
and which is sufficiently varied to offer opportunities to all 
Marine veterans of World War II to maintain and develop 
their service qualifications. 
The Marine Corps saw its first reserve organization come 


into being in 1916, and, after valuable service in World War I, 
developed into an organization 'similar in activities to the 
National Guard. However, it succumbed to restrictive legis- 
lation in 1931, and until 1934 was practically non-existent. 
When called into active service in 1940, 23 organized battalions 
had a strength of 239 officers and 6,192 enlisted men. The 
service ot these men in World War II and their invaluable 
aid during the hectic mobilization period re-affirmed the 
foresight of those who supported the establishment of the 
United States Marine Corps Reserve.

"It was this money that made

"Our 
federal funds for house spraying 
were cut more than half and we 
had no alternative but to ask you 
for financial help, the response was 
more than gratifying," he added. 


The money collected in the county 


represents an acceptance of house 
spraying by 49% of the homes in 
the county: Part of these people 
paid the house spraying fee during 
an advance collection drive which 
closed February 1, 1947.

Burns and skin cancer have 
ollowcd the destruction of unwant- 
ed hair by the X-ray ,in the hands 
f inexperienced persons. 
There is a common belief that 
having the hair causes it to come 
n coarser and thicker. Girls who 
havcd one leg twice a week for

tot observe any 
difference • after 


he experiment was completed.

Unwanted hair may be removed with 


vith various, chemicals and waxes, 
vhich trap or soften the 
hair 
halts. When the preparation is ta 
ten off, the hair comes with it 
Some of these preparations cause 
skin irritation, and the claim that 
he hair is permanently removed 
s untrue. 
- 


Plucking the hair is also a safe 


nethod, unless the hairs are pull- 
ed from a black mole which may 
irritate it and cause it to grow. 


Temporary removal of hair by 


;he X-ray is safe if done by exper- 
ienced pnysicians. Kesearcn worK- 
ers have learned that a single lar- 
ge close, or repeated small doses 
of X-ray over a long period of 
time, can be dangerous to the skin 
unless precautions are observed. 


It is evident that manufacturers 


are again preparing to sell X-ray 
apparatus 
to remove 
unwanted 
hair, in some cases the product js 
advertised as a simple light treat- 
ment and the victim does not Know 
that he is getting X-ray treatments 


,a tne technician does not realize 


what she ,is using. 
- 


ANOTHER DANGER 
The public also should be on its 


guard against the possible sale of 
radio-active isotopes for the treat- 
ment 01 skin disorders. Some enter- 
prising person may get the idea 
that tnis would be a good way to 
remove superfluous hair. Radio- 
active isotopes can cause sudden 
permanent loss of hair, but asso- 
ciated skin damage eould be so 
IJeeiBrt that*cancer ''would 'develop. 
'Women with superfluous facial 
hair can keep it inconspicuous by 
bleaching, or by shaving with a 
safety or electric razor, without 
fear of having their face assume 
a masculine appearance.

There is a common belief that 
having the hair causes it to come 
n coarser and thicker.

Unwanted hair may be removed with 


vith various, chemicals and waxes, 
vhich trap or soften the 
hair 
halts. When the preparation is ta 
ten off, the hair comes with it 
Some of these preparations cause 
skin irritation, and the claim that 
he hair is permanently removed 
s untrue. 
- 


Plucking the hair is also a safe 


nethod, unless the hairs are pull- 
ed from a black mole which may 
irritate it and cause it to grow. 


Temporary removal of hair by 


;he X-ray is safe if done by exper- 
ienced pnysicians. Kesearcn worK- 
ers have learned that a single lar- 
ge close, or repeated small doses 
of X-ray over a long period of 
time, can be dangerous to the skin 
unless precautions are observed. 


It is evident that manufacturers 


are again preparing to sell X-ray 
apparatus 
to remove 
unwanted 
hair, in some cases the product js 
advertised as a simple light treat- 
ment and the victim does not Know 
that he is getting X-ray treatments 


,a tne technician does not realize 


what she ,is using.

ANOTHER DANGER 
The public also should be on its 


guard against the possible sale of 
radio-active isotopes for the treat- 
ment 01 skin disorders. Some enter- 
prising person may get the idea 
that tnis would be a good way to 
remove superfluous hair. Radio- 
active isotopes can cause sudden 
permanent loss of hair, but asso- 
ciated skin damage eould be so 
IJeeiBrt that*cancer ''would 'develop. 
'Women with superfluous facial 
hair can keep it inconspicuous by 
bleaching, or by shaving with a 
safety or electric razor, without 
fear of having their face assume 
a masculine appearance.

Burns and skin cancer have 
ollowcd the destruction of unwant- 
ed hair by the X-ray ,in the hands 
f inexperienced persons. 
There is a common belief that 
having the hair causes it to come 
n coarser and thicker. Girls who 
havcd one leg twice a week for

tot observe any 
difference • after 


he experiment was completed.

Unwanted hair may be removed with 


vith various, chemicals and waxes, 
vhich trap or soften the 
hair 
halts. When the preparation is ta 
ten off, the hair comes with it 
Some of these preparations cause 
skin irritation, and the claim that 
he hair is permanently removed 
s untrue. 
- 


Plucking the hair is also a safe 


nethod, unless the hairs are pull- 
ed from a black mole which may 
irritate it and cause it to grow. 


Temporary removal of hair by 


;he X-ray is safe if done by exper- 
ienced pnysicians. Kesearcn worK- 
ers have learned that a single lar- 
ge close, or repeated small doses 
of X-ray over a long period of 
time, can be dangerous to the skin 
unless precautions are observed. 


It is evident that manufacturers 


are again preparing to sell X-ray 
apparatus 
to remove 
unwanted 
hair, in some cases the product js 
advertised as a simple light treat- 
ment and the victim does not Know 
that he is getting X-ray treatments 


,a tne technician does not realize 


what she ,is using. 
- 


ANOTHER DANGER 
The public also should be on its 


guard against the possible sale of 
radio-active isotopes for the treat- 
ment 01 skin disorders. Some enter- 
prising person may get the idea 
that tnis would be a good way to 
remove superfluous hair. Radio- 
active isotopes can cause sudden 
permanent loss of hair, but asso- 
ciated skin damage eould be so 
IJeeiBrt that*cancer ''would 'develop. 
'Women with superfluous facial 
hair can keep it inconspicuous by 
bleaching, or by shaving with a 
safety or electric razor, without 
fear of having their face assume 
a masculine appearance.

Unwanted hair may be removed with 


vith various, chemicals and waxes, 
vhich trap or soften the

When the preparation is ta 
ten off, the hair comes with it 
Some of these preparations cause 
skin irritation, and the claim that 
he hair is permanently removed 
s untrue.

Plucking the hair is also a safe 


nethod, unless the hairs are pull- 
ed from a black mole which may 
irritate it and cause it to grow. 


Temporary removal of hair by 


;he X-ray is safe if done by exper- 
ienced pnysicians. Kesearcn worK- 
ers have learned that a single lar- 
ge close, or repeated small doses 
of X-ray over a long period of 
time, can be dangerous to the skin 
unless precautions are observed. 


It is evident that manufacturers 


are again preparing to sell X-ray 
apparatus 
to remove 
unwanted 
hair, in some cases the product js 
advertised as a simple light treat- 
ment and the victim does not Know 
that he is getting X-ray treatments

ANOTHER DANGER 
The public also should be on its 


guard against the possible sale of 
radio-active isotopes for the treat- 
ment 01 skin disorders. Some enter- 
prising person may get the idea 
that tnis would be a good way to 
remove superfluous hair. Radio- 
active isotopes can cause sudden 
permanent loss of hair, but asso- 
ciated skin damage eould be so 
IJeeiBrt that*cancer ''would 'develop. 
'Women with superfluous facial 
hair can keep it inconspicuous by 
bleaching, or by shaving with a 
safety or electric razor, without 
fear of having their face assume 
a masculine appearance.

Burns and skin cancer have 
ollowcd the destruction of unwant- 
ed hair by the X-ray ,in the hands 
f inexperienced persons. 
There is a common belief that 
having the hair causes it to come 
n coarser and thicker. Girls who 
havcd one leg twice a week for

tot observe any 
difference • after

Unwanted hair may be removed with 


vith various, chemicals and waxes, 
vhich trap or soften the 
hair 
halts. When the preparation is ta 
ten off, the hair comes with it 
Some of these preparations cause 
skin irritation, and the claim that 
he hair is permanently removed 
s untrue. 
- 


Plucking the hair is also a safe 


nethod, unless the hairs are pull- 
ed from a black mole which may 
irritate it and cause it to grow. 


Temporary removal of hair by 


;he X-ray is safe if done by exper- 
ienced pnysicians. Kesearcn worK- 
ers have learned that a single lar- 
ge close, or repeated small doses 
of X-ray over a long period of 
time, can be dangerous to the skin 
unless precautions are observed. 


It is evident that manufacturers 


are again preparing to sell X-ray 
apparatus 
to remove 
unwanted 
hair, in some cases the product js 
advertised as a simple light treat- 
ment and the victim does not Know 
that he is getting X-ray treatments 


,a tne technician does not realize 


what she ,is using. 
- 


ANOTHER DANGER 
The public also should be on its 


guard against the possible sale of 
radio-active isotopes for the treat- 
ment 01 skin disorders. Some enter- 
prising person may get the idea 
that tnis would be a good way to 
remove superfluous hair. Radio- 
active isotopes can cause sudden 
permanent loss of hair, but asso- 
ciated skin damage eould be so 
IJeeiBrt that*cancer ''would 'develop. 
'Women with superfluous facial 
hair can keep it inconspicuous by 
bleaching, or by shaving with a 
safety or electric razor, without 
fear of having their face assume 
a masculine appearance.

Superfluous hair can be removed 
cmporarily with a razor, or per- 
nanently by plucking or eJeclroly- 
is. Burns and skin cancer have 
ollowcd the destruction of unwant- 
ed hair by the X-ray ,in the hands 
f inexperienced persons. 
There is a common belief that 
having the hair causes it to come 
n coarser and thicker. Girls who 
havcd one leg twice a week for 
ight months and the left the oth- 
:r sunshaved for a control did 
tot observe any 
difference • after 


he experiment was completed. 
saw 


Unwanted hair may be removed with 


vith various, chemicals and waxes, 
vhich trap or soften the 
hair 
halts. When the preparation is ta 
ten off, the hair comes with it 
Some of these preparations cause 
skin irritation, and the claim that 
he hair is permanently removed 
s untrue. 
- 


Plucking the hair is also a safe 


nethod, unless the hairs are pull- 
ed from a black mole which may 
irritate it and cause it to grow. 


Temporary removal of hair by 


;he X-ray is safe if done by exper- 
ienced pnysicians. Kesearcn worK- 
ers have learned that a single lar- 
ge close, or repeated small doses 
of X-ray over a long period of 
time, can be dangerous to the skin 
unless precautions are observed. 


It is evident that manufacturers 


are again preparing to sell X-ray 
apparatus 
to remove 
unwanted 
hair, in some cases the product js 
advertised as a simple light treat- 
ment and the victim does not Know 
that he is getting X-ray treatments 


,a tne technician does not realize 


what she ,is using. 
- 


ANOTHER DANGER 
The public also should be on its 


guard against the possible sale of 
radio-active isotopes for the treat- 
ment 01 skin disorders. Some enter- 
prising person may get the idea 
that tnis would be a good way to 
remove superfluous hair.
